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Bailey job shadows Pharmacist, follows in his footsteps

After job shadowing with a 
pharmacist in his hometown during his 
senior year of high school, MedCare 
Pharmacist Chuck Bailey found his 
passion. “I was so impressed with 
his (the pharmacist’s) knowledge of 
medicine and his ability to help others 
that I decided to invest myself in this 
profession.” 

Bailey, who has been dispensing 
medicine and made himself available 
for consultations, has been in Hickman 
at MedCare Pharmacy since August 
2013. Most of his previous experience 
has been in the independent retail 
setting. However, he has worked in 
a variety of clinical roles in hospitals 
including Ambulatory care, adult 
medicine and psychiatric medicine. 

“I love having one-on-one patient 
contact,” he said. “Pharmacists are the 
mostaccessiblehealthcareprofessionals 
and I pride myself in being available 
for counsel every day.” 

Looking back over the last 10 years, 
Bailey points out that there have been 
many changes in his industry in the last 


decade. “Traditionally, pharmacists 
have mainly existed in a ‘pour, lock, and 
stick’ role of dispensing only,” Bailey 
commented. “Today, pharmacists exist 
in more of a clinical role. 

“Pharmacists exists in hospitals 
where they routinely round with 
physicians to see patients, and many 
pharmacists have their own clinics 
where they manage a variety of disease 
states as hypertension, hyperlipidemia, 
and diabetes.” 

Bailey feels having a broader 
clinical knowledge of medicine and 
disease states assist pharmacists to be 
better equipped to be integral parts of 
the health care team. “This ultimately 
provides optimum patient care,” Bailey 
added. “It is my hope that this clinical 
role will only be expanded in the 
future.” 

Bailey obtained his bachelors in 
Health Science from UT at Martin 
and obtained his Pharm.D. from the 
McWhorter School of Pharmacy at 
Samford University in Birmingham, 
Ala. His family is originally from

In 2013 a great number of terrific 
citizens were lost, but in January 2013 
the City of Hickman lost Dr. Richard 
White at the age of 90. He was long 
known for his desire to be a servant 
of the people. Dr. White began his 
practice in 1954. “He always had the 
city at heart,” stated Carolyn Coffey, 
who always looked at Dr. White with 
respect. 

Our next big event in January was the 
tragic loss of West Baptist Church on 
Broadway in Hickman. The fire broke 
out on a cold Wednesday morning 
around 7 a.m. within a few hours little 
remained of the church last filled with 
such life and happiness, especially 
during their December children’s 
Christmas program. Bro, Jason Sipes 
was the first to see the flames as he sat 
at his family’s breakfast table drinking 
coffee and reading his Bible. 


Since the fire the congregation has 
been meeting at Fulton County Schools 
and the members of the First United 
Methodist Church graciously offered 
the use of the Life Enrichment Center. 
A new location has since been selected 
and ground work has already been 
completed at the new site on the 1099 
ByPass. 

In February we learned that Bumper 
to Bumper had agreed to purchase 
the Gannon buildings and after some 
remodeling the store opened for business 
in the 6,000 sq. ft. store. Jack and Helen 
Gannon retired in September 2012 after 
40 years of doing business in Hickman. 

The Fulton County Pilots 1993 
Basketball State-Runner Up Team 
was recognized in the Fulton County 
High School gym with many former 
players and coaches Sam Miller, Sr. 
and Sam Miller, Jr. present. The Fulton 
County Middle School boys and girls

World Race Missionary Haney 
spends Christmas in San Mateo 


Hickman native Jena Bea Haney 
spent her Christmas in San Mateo at 
New Beginnings Camp where she 
and her team did ministry during De¬ 
cember. Haney embarked on this life 
changing mission back in September. 
Since leaving Hickman she has been to 
Muizenburg, South Africa; Mbabane, 
Swaziland; Maputo, Mozambique; and 
San Mateo, Philippines. 

“On Christmas Eve and Christmas 
Day, we held Vacation Bible School 
for street kids,” stated Haney. “We 
spent time with each other watching 
Christmas movies and made a huge 
dinner for our team, the Filipino family 
we were living with, and the Chinese 
couple who are also missionaries that 
lived at the camp as well.” 

One of Haney’s Christmas wishes 


was to see every child at El Shaddai 
fully sponsored. She spent time there 
back in October and was paired with 
a nine-year-old girl named Life. “The 
little girl took hold of my heart with¬ 
out even realizing it and kept it there 
with her on top of that mountain when 
I left Swaziland,” she said. “I knew I 
had signed up for 11 goodbyes while 
visiting 11 different countries, but the 
connections I made with people in each 
country will leave their forever mark 
on me.” 

When leaving that country on the 
first of November Haney had no clue 
how much she was truly leaving behind 
until she was sitting on a sandy beach 
under a tree house in San Felipe, Phil-

“This is training specifically for 
school staff; however, it is critical to 
include local law enforcement agencies 
so that they will know what the current 
training is being taught to school staff,”

lippines. During a circle prayer 
time for El Shaddai, Haney and 
the other members of her team 
voiced their prayers out loud. 
“I began to pray and my voice 
was so shaky from the tears I 
was fighting back. I wanted to 
explode with tears,” revealed 
Haney in one of her blogs. “The 
longer I prayed the more I let 
my tears flow, as other squad 
mates voiced their prayers I sat 
with my head down as I just 
sobbed. It was hitting me just 
how much love I left there. I 
prayed all night for my home on 
the mountain. I voiced out name 
after name of children that im¬ 
pacted me while I was there. I 
prayed for Charmaine, I prayed 
for Rachel, and I prayed for Ka¬ 
tie. I cried as I said each name. 
The Lord was revealing to me 
a love I wasn’t completely for¬ 
eign to, I have felt that feeling 
of strong love when I was in 
La Vega, Dominican Republic 
at New Hope Girls Academy. 
If you know me you know my 
heart is in the DR and I plan to 
go back. So, I was completely 
shocked as this feeling flooded 
over me about El Shaddai.” 

Haney’s next country to visit 
is Malaysia where she will be 
doing mission work for the en¬ 
tire month of January. “From 
there I will go to Vietnam, Cam¬ 
bodia and Thailand,” she said. 
“Then in May my squad and I 
will go to the Carribeans to fin¬ 
ish the last three months of my 
trip in the Dominican Republic, 
Haiti, and Puerto Rico.” 

Definitely a world-wind trip 
and now coming into the last 
half of her year long mission 
trip, Haney is getting use to the 
traveling. “The long flights and 
bus rides it takes to get from 
country to country are required, 
but that’s the fun part about this 
trip,” added Haney. “I have got¬ 
ten sick and recovered from Ma¬ 
laria, saw God transform people 
right before my eyes, and kissed 
so many dirty, snotty faces I lost 
count after the first month.” 

But, God has showed up ev¬ 
ery month in every country in 
the coolest and craziest ways 
she said. “I’ve learned about 
the freedom I have in Christ and 
just how amazing His love is for 
all of us,” Haney commented. 
“Even the ones of us who are 


broken and a little turned around 
on this road called life.” 

Her expectations of what a 
year-long mission trip would 
look like got thrown out the door 
in month one. “I guess with any 
mission trip you expect to go in 
and change their world and make 
it better,” she said. “Us world 
racers learn pretty quickly that 
is definitely not in our strength. 
Like the documentary, Furious 
Love says, ‘We love them and 
He will change them.” 

“We are here to come along 
side ministries and do what¬ 
ever they need,” she said. “Eat 
a lot less food than we are used 
to getting, wear the same three 
outfits and most importantly and 
pretty much the best part, love 
these people God gives us each 
month. We get to go into the 
poorest and darkest of places 
and just be His light and show 
His love to whoever we encoun¬ 
ter, which is the coolest thing 
I’ve ever been called to do. I 
leave a little bit of my heart in 
each country, which I thought 
would be hard but it is a huge 
blessing because I now have 
family all around the world!”

and involuntary mental 
commitments and cases relating 
to domestic violence and abuse. 
In Fiscal Year 2012, 752,821 
District Court cases were filed 
statewide. 

The college included 17.75 
hours of continuing education 
credit for the district judges. 
The AOC Division of Judicial 
Branch Education provides 
continuing education for the 
elected officials.

“The safety of our students, 
faculty, staff, and visitors to 
our school district is our top 
priority.

Rick Garland, district 
safety coordinator, does an ex¬ 
cellent job monitoring our dis¬ 
trict wide safety plan as well 
as working with our local and 
state police.

KSP gears up for New Year’s Eve 


The Kentucky State Police (KSP), Post 1 is gearing up for the New 
Years Eve holiday period, which is traditionally a time for festive 
events where people gather to ring in a new year. Many of these 
celebrations include the consumption of alcohol, lending way to the 
potential for impaired drivers on Kentucky roadways. The KSP have 
teamed up with local law enforcement agencies on an aggressive 
Drive Sober or Get Pulled Over enforcement campaign. The official 
holiday enforcement period began at 6 p. m. on Monday, Dec. 30 
and extends through 11:59 p.m. on Wednesday, Jan. 1, 2014. 

KSP offers the following tips: If you drink, don’t drive; If you are 
impaired, call a taxi, or get a sober friend or family member to pick 
you up; Stay where you are until you are sober; and Take the keys 
from someone if you think he/she is too impaired to drive 

Motorists will notice increased patrol along these routes during the 
holiday period with a zero tolerance approach to occupant restraint, 
speeding, and DUI offenses. These offenses along with various 
other careless driving habits continue to be the primary cause of 
injury and fatal collisions. 

During the 2012/2013 New Years Eve holiday period, there were 
no fatalities reported in Kentucky. Citizens can contribute to highway 
safety during the holiday period by reporting erratic, impaired or 
speeding drivers to KSP toll-free hotline at 1-800-222-5555.

A vehicle pursuit that began Spalding Road in Graves County violation warrant from the Proba- event including at least 10 counts 


pursuit that began 
around 2:30 a.m. on Friday morn¬ 
ing, Dec. 27 in Graves County 
made its way into Fulton County 
around 6:30 a.m. According to a 
press release from Graves County 
Sheriff Dewayne Redmon, a fugi¬ 
tive was captured after a lengthy 
vehicle pursuit involving several 
counties. 

“The suspect led as many as 10 
law enforcement officers from six 
different agencies on a high speed 
pursuit for several miles,” further 
stated the release. “The pursuit 
traveled down several roadways 
including KY 121, US 45, the 
Purchase Parkway, KY 307 and 
several secondary roads and into 
several fields before being appre¬ 
hended in the Water Valley com¬ 
munity at the intersection of KY 
94 and KY 1529.” 

The initial 911 call stated that 
a male on KY 1213 near Fancy 
Farm had been assaulted. Another 
call came in stating that gunshots 
had been fired and the perpetrator 
had fled in a maroon Ford Taurus. 

The pursuit, which began on 


Spalding Road in Graves County 
eventually continued into Fulton 
County as the suspect traveled on 
the Parkway. A Reserve Deputy 
from Fulton County joined the 
pursuit at the 7 mile marker on the 
Parkway. They continued north on 
KY 307, passing Wesley United 
Methodist Church, eventually en¬ 
tering a field, at speeds in excess 
of 90 to 100 mph. The deputy’s 
pursuit in Fulton County lasted 32 
minutes. The pursuit then contin¬ 
ued in the area of the Hickman/Ful¬ 
ton County line where the suspect 
traveled in other fields. Assisting 
with the pursuit was McCracken 
County Sheriff John Hayden. 

The suspect, Jonathan Valles, 
was apprehended when law en¬ 
forcement used the PIT maneuver 
to disable his vehicle during the 
collision. 

Valles was detained with force 
after he refused to exit his vehicle. 
He was transported by the May¬ 
field/Graves County EMS to the 
Jackson Purchase Medical Center 
for injuries. 

Valles was wanted on a parole 


tion and Parole Board and also a 
fleeing and evading warrant from 
Graves County where he had pre¬ 
viously ran on foot from deputies 
back in the summer when they at¬ 
tempted to apprehend him from 
a house in Mayfield. He is facing 
more charges from last Friday’s 


including 
of Wanton Endangerment, 1st De¬ 
gree and Fleeing and Evading, 1st 
Degree, Theft by Unlawful taking 
over $500, Resisting Arrest and 
other charges. 

Upon his release from the hos¬ 
pital, Valles will be lodged in the 
Graves County Jail.
